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(54) Therapeutic light source 

(57) A light source for therapy, such as photodynam- 
ic therapy, comprises one or more low pressure or me- 
dium/high pressure discharge tubes. In one aspect, the 
light source comprises a non-planar array of substan- 



tially straight tubes. In another aspect, the light source 
comprises one or more such tubes mounted in a hous- 
ing having an aperture allowing part of the patient to be 
located within the housing. 
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A therapeutic light source comprising the following features. 



1.1- Claims: 1-15 

A non-planar array of straight discharge tubes to emit 
light in the visible spectrum . 



1.2. Claim : 16 

One or more discharge lamps in a housing with an 
aperture allowing a part of the patient's body to be 
inserted into the housing and a suitable concave 
reflector mounted within said housing. 



1.3. Claim : 17 

One or more fluorescent grid lamps having a plurality 
of folds in the same plane. 



1.4. Claim : 38 

A plurality of low pressure discharge lamps mounted in 
a housing with a transparent or translucent cover over 
its aperture the cover including a detachable filter. 



2. Claims: 18-37 

A therapeutic light source comprising at least one 
medium/high pressure discharge lamp providing light within a 
bandwidth of less than approximately 160 nm. 
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
